The Poft from hence to 
Poland is fo very uncertain, that the Letters 
do not pafs regularly ; But we learn, that the 
hopes of a Peace between the Kings of Po- 
land and Swédeh are expir’d, for that the 
latter begins to take upon him to infift on 
higher Terms than fosmetiy, infomuch that 
“tis doubted whether he will now accept of 
the Emperors Mediation. Mean time the 
Swedes ravage the Country. Several Swedith 
Officers that have been here for fome time, 
are all gone after their Army, fo that we 
exped to hear News of fome Enterprize.

before, on the part of his Polifh Majefty, that - 


he had givet order for thé Saxons to quit en- 
tirely the Lands of the Cardinal. They add 
further, that he fent one of his Gentlemen 
tothe Nuncio, not only to communicate to 
him that Letter, but alfo to acquaint him 
that he would refent the Affront chat was put 
on him, and endéavour to make himfelf Sa- 
tisfadtion. Hé fent to Count Sinzendorf like- 
wife on the faine occafion. 

Damzick, Jan. 20. The Saxon Troops that 


are quarter’d in the neighbouring Country 
are preparing to depart, and ’tis believ’d, that 
if the Swedes fhould advance this way, as ‘tis 
likely they will in the Frofty Weather, the 
King of Poland will move with thefe Saxons 
into Lithuania, where there is arriv'd a great 
Body of Mufcoyites. The King of Sweden 
is expected at Warfaw, fome of his Troops 
are arriv'd at Rawa within 20 Miles of Thorn. 
Alicant, Jan. 1. A Genouefe Ship, with 
Soldiers on board, bound from Barcelona to 
Cadiz, was lately caft away, but all the Men 
except 5 and a Woman were fav'd.

Cleves, Jan.19. Yefterday being the Corona- 
tion-day of the King of Pruffia,it was obferv'd 
here with great Rejoycings; in the Evenin 
above 200 Perfons were treated very tingni

The Eftates 
of this Dutchy that were affembled here are 
feparated, but have left fome Deputies to at= 
tend the Refolutions of the Court @n their 
Proceedings. 

Yefterday the greateft part 
of the Regiment of Almanzag® which was 
garrifon’d in our Caftle, was fent by Water 
toOftend: The Subfidy which this Province 
of Flanders is to raife; is 2 Millions and 
600000 Guilders, of which the Caftellany of 
Courtray is to raife 4oooco and the City 
33000 Guilders, and other Places in Propot- 
tion. The Canons of the Cathedral Church 
of Courtray have, out of good Husbandry, 
difinifs'd their Muficians, and the Poor Priefts 
that they us'd to hire to officiate for them 
in the Choire, read Mattins themfelves ; 
and in fhort, will be oblig’d to be beholding 
to their Friends for Subfiftance: Two days 


ago our Bifhop gave a noble Entertainment 


to the Marquefs de Vidre, the Count de la 
Motte, and other Perfons of Quality; fince 
which the Count de la Motte is gone to 
Bruges.

Copenhegen, Jan 20. The King’s Forces are 
order’d to hold themfelves in a readinefs to 
march in the Spring ; and there is a talk of 
fitting out fome Men of War. 

Cologne, Jan. 26. The French at Bonn are 
in Expe@ation that the Marfhal de Tallard 
will come by the way of Luxemburg within 
3 Weeks,with 12 or 15000 Men,to ftrengthen 
Bonn with Men,Ammunition, and Artillery ; 
This we learn by a Letter from the Marquefs 
dAlligre which was intercepted. 
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From Vienna of the 17th they wrice, That 
according to the laft Advices from the Fron- 
tiers of ‘Turkey, the Port had refolv’d to 
maintain Peace with the Czar of Mufcovy. 
That the new Ambaffador trom the Czar 
has had Audience of the Grand Seignior, as 
likewife of the Great Vifier and the Divan, 
with all the Cererr onies and Marks of Honour 
that he could defire: That the Sulean had 
fent to the Cham of Tartary,to let him know, 
it was his Pleafure that he should beware of 
giving the Mufcovites any Moleftation: And 
finally, That there was a Difcourfe of the 
Sultan's having given order to Depofe the 
Cham, and for putting another in his place, 
for his having long importun’d the Port to 
make War on the Mufcovites; but all this 
requires Confirmation.
